CINCINNATI, O., February 13.—A shodk- 
ing disaster is reported by telephone from 
the western part of thecity. Both t 
freight and passenger depot of the cal 
nati Southern Railroad were undermingd 
and fell into the ‘surrounding water, 
carrying with them a hundred or mo 
people. The depots were one-story frame 
structures resting on McLean avenue fill 
which was almost covered by water. Bot 
sides fell into water thirty to fifty feet.

THE SCENE WAS AWFUL. 

The roar of waters could not drown the 
screams of the terrified ones who were 
escaping from the doomed dwellings.

Bonfires glimmered from tie higher ground

the loss of life was not larger. The 
scene last night beggars description. 
The people who were blissfully sleeping in 
foolish confidence that an embankment 
weuld shelter them were rudely awakened 
by the tivod coming into their houses.

When the stroke come, it 
was like lightning. In the darkness they 
fled the watery death, half-clothed and ear- 
rying nothing with them save the children 
and the helpless. No scene of a broken 
dyke in Holland can be more terrible or 
more thrilling. 

THE PANIC WAS.INDESCRIBABLE. 


With an awful roar and the shrieks of t*e 
terror-stricken people as their warning, the

It is 
possible, however, that the break in the 
great sewer in McLean avenue caused the 
depot to sink. 

The Common Council voted to-day to 
recommend an appropriation of $75,000, and 


to ask aid of the Legislature. 

Later information makes it definite that 
three boys, two freight handlers and four 
members of Coup’s circus are drowned. No 
bodies are yet recovered.: The names of the 
members of Coup’s circus reported 
missing are: Harry Cordorie, Eng- 
land; Miss Fanny’  Reindolf, New 
York; Wm. F. Franklin, Wm. C. Matthews, 
of St. Louis. The baggage-master says he 
heard a rushing noise when Ryan’s saloon 
went down, and hurried around and-saw the 
depot give way.

Fire in a Theater While the House 
is Crowded With People. 


——— 


_ The Alcazar Almost Furnishes a Sensation-- 


Remarkable Coolness of the Audience=-A 
Theater Well Provided With Exits. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 13.—The new and 
handsome Cosmopolitan Theater, late the 
Alcazar, new, remodelled and improved, 
threw open its doors to the public last night, 
and gave it at once a sensation of the first 
order, for it received its baptism of fire, for- 
tunately without serious consequences. The 
attraction was Mr. J. K. Emmett. He pro- 
gressed as far as the close of the third act. 
‘The drop curtain had only falien a few min- 
utes, When a wild rear of voices was heard 
from the upper gallery and the stampede of 
hundreds of feet. The audience turned to 
look in that direction, the impression being 
that the gallery was giving way, but in a mo- 
ment the real cause of the panic was discov- 
ered. A bright red line of flame began to 
steal across the drop curtain, which 
had caught fire wear the upper 
left-hand corner. The fire soon extended 
across the curtain and then began to creep 
downward fora moment. Everything was 
in an uproar, but the orchestra kept its 
place, and Mr. Emmett and several of the 
stage attendants apveared in front of the cur- 
tain crying out there was no danger. The 
audience in the lower part of the house be- 
haved with admirable coolness and most of 
them 

KEPT THEIR SEATS. 
The excellent facilities of this theater for 
exit gave confidence to everyone. It is im- 
possible that an audience, however quickly 
a fire might spread, could be entrapped in it, 
for no less than nine exits are provided and 
the aisles are wide. The curtain was quickly 
lowered by its ropes and rolled upon itself, 
ard the flames were soon extinguished. 
Fortunately the curtain was chiefly com- 
posed ot some fire-proof material. Had the 
scenery, Which was close at hand, caught fire 
the most serious consequences 
might have happened to the theater, 
and so ended the first experiment 
with the theaters’ most dreaded enemy. The 
number of persons who left the theater 
was almost incredibiy small, when it is 
considered that the whole house had a sight 
of the flanes. The fortunate.outcome of the 
incident is perhaps most to be attributed to 
the fact that the sight was only momentary. 


® The blaze tlashed over the fluffy canton-fian- 


nel surtace of the curtain and was gone. The 
lights of two of the chandeliers over the 
middle aisle had gone out during the progress 
of the third act, and a man, who had an al- 
sohol torch ready to relight them, peeped out 
‘rom the left hand side of the stage to see if 
the aisle had been cleared of the persons who 
had left their seats when the drop fell. He 
carelessly permitted the flame to touch the 
outside of the curtain, and the fluff was thus 
tired. ‘The curtain is of double thickness, 
and its heavy maroon coior formed a back- 
ground on Which the fame was made start- 
lingly prominent. The audience was 
ON ITS FEET 

in an instant, but instead of a wild rush the 
sound of whispered consultations were 
heard. James Hackett, the fireman station- 
ed at the theater, was near the main entrance 
with Policeman MeGee, of the Thirtieth 
Street Station. The fireman ran to the alarm 
box, at Broadway and Forty-second street, 
aud sent out the alarm and the policeman ran 
into the auditorium. Mr. Stewart, the busi- 
ness manager, Who was in the box office, 
pulled a lever which opened ali of the eleven 
exits froin the the theater at once. ‘The ushi- 


ers stood by the exits, each taking the one’ 


nearest to where he had been standing, pre- 
wared to direct the rush of people. The ex- 
pected rush did notcome. On the stage the 
preparations for the fourth act were inter- 
rupted. Mr. W. ©. Miller, the stage man- 
ager, and Marcus Rouge, a stage carpenter, 
lowered the curtain, and as it fell to the 
stage they and a dozen other 
stage hands jumped on it and 
stamped outthe flames. ‘The tame had run 
over about half of the surface, burning only 
the furry outside. While this was being 
done the audience had been quiet near tlie 
stage, but those in the rear, next to the main 
entrance, got out hurriedly. ‘The excitement 
here was soon over and most of thein re- 
sumed their seats. ‘rhe stamping on the 
curtain Was still going on, but the fire was 
out. Mr, Emmett stopped the work to make 
himself heard as he turned to the audience 
and said: *‘Ladies and gentlemen, 
FOR THE FIRST TIME, 

perhaps, in the history of the theater you 
will see a stage set withouta drop curtain.” 
The stage hands then went on with the work 
of setting the stage, while the mechanies 
went to work to rearrange their drop. ‘This 
was completed when the stage setting was 
ready for it to rise on the fourth act, and was 
subsequently used as though nothing had 
happened. JBattalion Chief Campbell 
and the firemen due on the signal sent out 
had arrived promptly, but the fire was al- 
ready out when they got there. No fireman 
entered the theater. Mr. A. M. Hickey, the 
manager, said that the number of exits in the 
house was probably the reason the audience 
retained its composure. The last two acts 
of the piece Were given as usual, and it is be- 
lieved they were witnessed by all who saw 
the opening acts, if, indeed, the number of 
auditors had not been increased inthe ex- 
citement. If any one was liurt it was not to 
an extent that any report of it came to the 
police or to the people in the house.

Business in Both Houses—Adjutant- 
General Elliott’s Keport.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., February 13.—The re- 
port of Adj.-Gen. Elliott is now in press. The 
tirst sheets show that during the year the 
force has been reduced from 8,229 scattered 
soldiery to about 5,000 officers and enlisted 
men. ‘The reasons for the reduction are that 
the former number was greater than the 
State seemed to require in any probable con- 
tingency, and that the part of the force dis- 
banded was not in a condition to render effi- 
cient service, even if called upon.

New York, February 13.—One day about 
twelve years ago Charles R. Thorne, Jr., 
Stuart Robson and Robert Craig were dis- 
cussing the quiet burial of Charles Dickens, 
and fell to talking about unpleasant funeral 
sermons that had been preached over actors.

speak at his funeral. 
Robson said, “that Thorne, Craig and I 
made a compact that whoever of us survived 
the others or another should do what could 
be done to keep the preachers away from the 
funeral. Thorne went to Europe. Craig 
died suddenly.

President Green, of the Western Union 
Interviewed on the Subject, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, February 13.—One of the con- 
siderations in the contract leasing the lines 
of the Mutual Union Telegraph Company to 
the Western Union was that the suits insti- 
tuted in the interest of une company against 
the other should be withdrawn. 
After Jos.P. Graves had made application to 
the Attorney-General for leave to bring suit 
to annul the charter of the Mutual Unien, 
John G. Moore, the president of the Mutual 
Union, and Josiah C. Rieff, a stockholder in 
the Western Union, asked to be associated 
with him. It has been ascertained the ap- 
plication of Mr. Graves and Mr. Moore was 
about to be withdrawn, and Mr. Rieff asked 


to be made the plaintiff in the case, which he 
did not propose to drop. As the holder of 100 
shares of Western Union stock, as stated. 
Mr. Rieff sent a communication to the Board 
of Directors of that company ete yong 
against the consummation of the plan to 
lease the Mutual Union Company’s lines. 
THE FACT DID NOT BECOME KNOWN 
till ye terday, and Mr. Rieft said he had re- 
ceived no reply. The meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Weslern Union 
began at 12 o’clock Saturday, and the 
protest was sent to it before 
1 oclock. Mr. Rieff denied the right of the 
directors to lease the Mutual lines without 
the consent of the stockholders, and said he 
should take measures to ascertain why they 
were not consulted. Dr. Marvin Gréen, 
president of the Western Union Company, 
said that the law inade it clear the action of 
his company in leasing the Mutual Union 
lines was legal. In fact, there was an abso- 
jute provision in the statutes of 1870 for such 
a proceeding.

Story of a Diamond Ring. 

Judge Lubke to-day rendered an interest- 
ing decision in the case of John L. and Geo.

“If the suit were for the recovery of the 
ring by the winner at the raffle or for money 
received therein, there could be no recovery. 
But in this case the illegal transaction ap- 

only incidentally.”

A HALF-WAY MEASURE. 

To-morrow the bill to abolish the State 
Bureau of Immigration will come up in the 
Legislature, and will probably be passed. 
This will be a notice to all the world that 
the State of Missouri, as represented by its 
law-makers, does not desire any addition to 
its population, its industry or its resources 
from emigration. 

There will be no mistaking the notice, and 
the emigrants whoare now filling up and 
enriching Texas, and Kansas, and Iowa, and 
Nebraska, and Minnesota, and Dakota, will 
give Missouri the go-by, and will give notice 
to their friends and kinsmen not to come 
here under any circumstances, 

This willdo a great deal towards keep- 
in energy, muscle, and capital, and devel- 
opment away from Missouri, but it is 
at best but a half-way measure. The lands 
of Missouri are exceedingly rich and fer- 
tile and tempting and plenty and cheap, 
and some of our counties and local interests 
are weak enough to desire the presence of 
strangers and new-comers. ‘This should be 
stopped. 

If we merely abolish the State Board of 
Immigration it will still be lawful for stran- 
gers to comeinto the State. Some of them 
may actually wish to stay here. Tliey may 
have the audacity to desire to work, to in- 
vest capital. to hew our forests, explore our 
mines, till farms, build houses and barns 
and shops and stores and furnaces and 
school-houses, pay taxes and vote and read 
newspapers and otherwise contribute to the 
general welfare. 

This should be stopped. Every incoming 
train should be boarded at the State line 
and all immigrants dumped out. First-class 
passengers should be made to give a bond 
that they will not stay in the State more 
than a year, or, if they do, that they will let 
their hair grow and wear their boots outside 
of their trousers. If they have any money it 
shall be confiscated and used to redeem wolf- 
scalp certificates ; if they object let then be 
clubbed at once, and let all these duties be 
entrusted to members of the Legislature. 

Then, while the weeds grow tall between 
the ties of the railroads and the grass 
sprouts up ’mid the stones of our city 
streets, the legislative committeeman, sit- 
ting on the tumble-down. porch of the cross- 
roads doggery, wil) push back his coon- 
skin cap, kick aside his yellow dog and 
make room to spit, and, surveying the scene, 
will say with conscious pride: “Well, I 
reckon we've got rid of them new-fangled 
notions and hev got old Missourah just whar 
we want her.” And from his point of view 
he will be highly correct. 
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NOT A CENT MORE. 

By a remarkable coincidence, just at the 
time when the city revenue is insufficient to 
meet the ordinary expenses of the municipal 
government, every department is seized with 
a sudden and irresistible desire to increase 
its expenses, and labors under a pressing and 
immediate need for more money. 

The Police Department insists that it must 
have at least 150 additional policemen with a 
corresponding number of sergeants, captains, 
horses, stables and other accessories. 

The Water Department is actually running 
dry for want of larger appropriations, and 
must have an additional pumping station to 
supply our needs for the coming summer. 
Thé School Board has no money to build 
new schools, and would like to increase our 
taxes just a little bit—any trifle left over 
would be useful in making the library a pub- 
lie library. 

The Coroner wants two deputies, a clerk 
and a constable, |The street department 
is the horse-leech’s daughter, and it 
always cries, ‘Give, give.’’ In fact, all of 
the departments would de perfectly willing 
to add to the load of taxation, and not in

But to any proposi- 
tion to wantonly increase expenditures and 
extend taxation St. Louis should answer 
with an emphatic, universai and unmistak- 
able “No.”

Now 
every one knows that the first impression on be- 
holding such statuesas the Farmese Hercules, 
the Wrestlers, the Dying and other Gladiators, 
and all the long list of sculptural tributes which 
the ancient Greeks and Romans were wont to pay 
to their heroes and athletes, is that they are exag- 
gerated when compared with the modern type of 
men. This impression is universal, and the only 
way to eradicate it, ana secure for these ancient 


types a vindication as to their truth. 
fulness to nature, is by direct compar- 
ison. How can this be done more effectuaily 


than by — casts, taken from life, of the best 
modern forms—say Muldoon for instance—in our 
galleries and art museums together with these 
statues. nese very ancients to whom we have 
always looked for our ideas of eg in art did 
nothing but copy their most perfect living forms. 
The result is that the world has stood all these 
centuries agape atthe perfection produced and 
has been betrayed into studying these dead forms 
to the utter exclusion of living ones. I warrant 
you that Prax:teies and Phidias aid not give much 
of their time to the study and reproduction of 
forms which were a dozen generations old in their 
time. If they bad done so as exclusively as we 
study them, we would have nothing to teli of ther 
art but a slightiy improved edition 
of ancient Egyptian and Persian scuipture, 
with hieroglypic accompaniment qteaee: Go 
to the Missouri Gymnasium and youwlll seea 
dozen forms in a thousand attitudes, which, pre- 
served in plaster, would make studies for our 
generation of artists as good, if not better, than 
the hackneyed “Old Master” work, whichis very 
necessary as a study only. Wecan never obtain 
an “American School’ by copying Grecian 
statues.(critics and foreigners ail to the contrary), 
but ean only attain to this result by studying hfe 
as we see it. Put Muldoon in the Memorial Hall 
beside any of the ancient heavy-weights, and the 
public will see that the race has not deteriorated 
a particle. NEMO.

SULLIVAN TALKING BUSINESS. 


He Wants to Fight Slade Without Six 
Months’ Preliminary Hippodroming. 
From the New York Sun. 

John L. Sullivan, the Boston Hercules, 
writes to a friend in this city: 

‘T hear a great deal of talk about Slade 
and myself meetingin the — ring with 
bare knuckles. Now, what I want to say is 
this: Slade says he has come 15,000 miles to 
meet me, and it won’t be my fault if he is 
disappointed. Iam prepared tofight him at 
any time in any State where we can have it 
done with without the interference of author- 
ities, from one week to three months from 
the date of signing these articles, for from 
$5,000 to $20,000 a side, and would much rath- 
er fight for the latter sum. I don’t want any 
six months about it,as Slade’s backer pro- 
poses. If he means business five weeks is 
enough for any man to train and get himself 
in fine trim. 

“If Slade won’t make a match, I will fol- 
low him and the combination up and chal- 
lenge him at wert place he stops to give an 
exhibition. in the good old days of Tom 
Hyer. Yankee Sullivan and John Morrissey 
a match was madeand the fight came off 
without the party going around through all 
the States in the Union giving exhibitions. 
I want tocall Mace’s attention to what he 
told a Sun_reporter on January 27. He re- 
marked: ‘We don’t want any glove hippo- 
droming. I want Slade to fight a battle with 
bare knuckles in a 24-foot ring; that’s what 
I came here for.’ Now, I see the Mace-Slade 
combinution is advertised to travel about the 
country giving exhibitions. It seems to me 
Mace has changed his mind very quickly. If 
Siade’s backer will name time and place 
where a match can be made safely, my 
backer will be ready to meet him and put up 
a forfeit of not less than $2,500 a side as a 
first deposit. 

“I don’t care for the championship of the 
worid, but claim the championship of Ameri- 
ca, and will Jet no foreigner take it away 
from me withouta hard fight. I want this 
to be my last fight, win or lose. After the 
fight I will retire from the ring. W here 
there has been so mach smoke there ought 
to be some fire, and it is about time that the 
fire showed itself. I hope tbat they will now 
stop all this newspaper talk and come to 
business, and I will leave it to the public to 
judge who means fight.” 

Mace said to a reporter of the Sun: 

‘In matches for the championship the vat- 
tle is seldom arranged to take place in iess 
than six months from signing the articles. I 
have fought overa dozer battles for the 
championship, and have always had from 
four to six months in whieh to prepare my- 
self. Slade has been only ashort time in 
America and it would be unfair to ask him 
to figut in the time specified by Sullivan. If 
he had his own way he would fight now, but 
his backer and myself will not consent to his 
arranging a match unless he has reasonable 
time to prepare himself. Slade, in my Opin-
